Applicant's amendment was received on 12/14/07 and lias been entered and 
made of record. Currently, claims 11, 15-19, 21-22, and 26 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-14 of the remarks, filed 12/14/07, and the 
arguments presented in the interview conducted on 12/1 1/07, with respect to claims 1 1 
and 26 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 11, 15- 
19, 21-22, and 26 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 11,15-19, 21 -22, and 26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed 

limitations of (in combination with all other limitations in the claims), each fabric label 
having a plurality of product specific information available for selecting by a user for that 
specific fabric label, selecting a specific fabric label at a first location from said computer

selected specific fabric label, selecting the specific product information that is directed to 
a single product from the database at the first location that can be utilized with the 
selected specific fabric label, viewing the selected specific product information on the 
selected specific fabric label prior to printing, as set forth in claim 1 1 and all of the above 
plus selecting the correct format of the selected mattress fabric label that correlates with 
the selected specific mattress information, as set forth in claim 26.
